Governor Say s 
They Are Used 
As. Precaution 


Troopers Are Sent 
Away After Trouble 
Fails to Develop 


J EFFERSON CITY (AP)- 
Gov. J ames T. Blair said to 
day he ordered highway pa 
trolmen to stand by for two 
hours last night to prevent 
any trouble at Algoa Inter­ 
mediate Reformatory . 


He said no trouble developed 
and the troopers were removed 
after a picture show at the in­ 
stitution ended. He said he acted 
after a personal investigation y es­ 
terday gave him “ enough evidence 
to believe there was danger of 
trouble.” 
He said guards told him they 
were fearful of their lives and he 
sent the patrolmen out as a pr^ 
cautionary measure. 
Blair blamed the unrest on re­ 
cent administrative changes at the 
institution, which h o u s e s male 
first offenders between 17 and 25 
y ears of age and is located on the 
Missouri River east of J efferson 
City . 
The governor said he stepped 
in when he learned that the acting 
superintendent, Cecil Bishop, had 
“ walked off” before the scheduled 
time of his resignation April 1. 
In the absence of Col. J ames D. 
Carter, state corrections director, 
Blair said Warden E. V. Nash of 
the 
Penitentiary 
ap p o i n t e d 
William H. Swift as assistant sup­ 
erintendent. Carter is in the east 
inspecting prisons. Swift is a for­ 
mer penitentiary guard. 
The director is due back te- 
night and the governor said he 
would confer with him about the 
A l g o a situation. Meanwhile, he 
said, he has given no orders and 
made no changes. 
In his personal investigation y es­ 
terday , Blair said he was accom­ 
panied 
by 
his 
brother, 
Circuit 
J udge Sam C. 
Blair, 
and four 
patrolmen in plain clothes. 
He said they found inmates had 
been fighting in the dormitories 
and the dining hall and threaten­ 
ing 
the 
guards. 
Swift 
insisted 
there was no trouble but Blair 
said he was the only one with that 
view. 
.About 25 guards said the were 
fearful of their lives. 
“ There 
isn’t 
any 
discipline,” 
Blair told his news conference, 
but later added that might be an 
overstatement. 
He said 
the guards complain 
that since their clubs and sticks 
were taken from them they have 
no authority . 
The situation seems to be, the 
governor said, that a strict ty pe 
of discipline ha.s been replaced by 
a more relaxed ty pe and the in­ 
mates have taken advantage of 
the change. Such unrest is nor­ 
mal in any penal in.stitulion, the 
governor explaint*d. 
Blair said a number of inmates 
have been seriously injured in re­ 
cent fight.« ?. He interviewed some 
whose heads had been beaten with 
gas pipe.s, some who had been 
cut by razor blades and one man 
whose ey e had been “ almost put 
out.” 
Several have been transferred 
to the Penitentiary Ho.spital for 
treatment, Blair reported. 
The governor said he did not 
plan 
to order sticks and clubs 
restored to the guards. He repeat­ 
ed his earlier s t at e m e n t that 
“ these people are human beings 
and whatever their record is, they 
must be treated as such.” 
Earlier, trouble at

Toned-Down Version 
Of Senate Measure 
Has 1-Year Freeze 


WASHINGTON UP) — A hold-the- 
line farm price support bill was 
called up for probable House pas­ 
sage today in the face of a threat­ 
ened presidential veto. 
The bill, a toned-down version 
of 
S e n at e-passed 
legislation, 
would impose a one-y ear freeze 
on government price supports and 
planting allowances at levels no 
lower than those now in force. 
Speaking to a gathering of Re­ 
publican women Tuesday , Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said a freeze of 
“ price-depressing practices of the 
past represents in my opinion a 
180-degree turn in the wrong di­ 
rection,” 
Despite 
his 
opposition. 
Demo­ 
crats 
and 
many 
Republicans 
pushed that proposal as a tempor­ 
ary means of halting any further 
decline 
in 
the 
farm 
economy . 
Chairman Cooley (D-NC) of the 
House .Agriculture Committee said 
a half-billion-dollar drop in agri­ 
cultural income could be avoided. 
.Administration 
backers, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
cautioned 
that 
the 
m e as u r e 
would 
jeopardize 
chances of permanent farm leg­ 
islation this session, 
and would 
invite disastrous drops 
in 
live­ 
stock and grain prices. 
The House measure would limit 
to a y ear the hold order on price 
support levels ar>d acreage allot­ 
ments. .A bill passed earlier by 
the Senate contains no time limi­ 
tation, making the freeze perma­ 
nent until repealed or supplanted 
by Congress. 
Under terms of the House bill, 
the price support floor would be 
held at the 1957 level, acreage 
allowances at the 1938 level. The 
acreage freeze would thus apply 
to 1959 because 1958 planting al­ 
lotments already have been fixed.

Across the span of yean Seda!!a’i Carnegie 
Public Library has maintained its position as 
a cultural and educational mecca. 
And it is 
more so today since the physical structure has 
undergone restoration and the interior made ao 
inviting to the public during the past three 
years. 
Library Week currently being observed is 
a propitious time to call 
attention to the 
friendly and courteous service of 
the 
staff 
members as well as the efficiency of the Library 
Board which is doing such a fine job of man­ 
agement as well as giving attention to the 
physical properties for the comfort and con­ 
venience of the patrons. Currently the library 
building is being air-conditioned. 
All of this is reflected by the increasing u.se 
of the Sedalia Public Library. Circulation at 
the end of the fiscal year April 30, 1057, was 
86,272. 
105S figures will lik ely reach 
over 
po.ooo according to Miss Mary English, libra­ 
rian. February circulation this year was up 349, 
And for three week s in March the circulation 
was 4 600 or 512 ahead of March, 1957. Another 
significant comparison Is the number of vol­ 
umes available to the public—34,320. There were 
2.828 in 1896. Library cards is.sued total 4,632. 
One hundred and fifty periodicals are received. 
Another librarj’ service available which is 
gaining in popularity is the 16 mm. Educational 
sound films, in color 
and 
black and white. 
These are used by schools, clubs and for various 
group programs. These films had 27,691 view­ 
ers in 12 months. 
Reference and non-fiction book s are becom­ 
ing more popular. Saturday is usually the big­ 
gest day for book check -outs. There were 
45 9 
of them last Saturday. 
The first library in Sedalia was founded lit 
1871, by a Library Association with Col. A. D. 
Janes as president and Dr. M. B. V. Shaddock , 
secretary. One hundred and ten citiaens pledged 
$10.00 each for its support. 
The Library Association served its purpose 
but failed for lack of funds and the book s were 
given to the Queen City Seminary. The school 
was destroyed by fir« In a few years and all 
book s burned. 
The present library w'as incorporated in 1893 
and the first report published in 1896. It was 
originally housed In two rooms in tho old court 
bouse. 
The seed planted by tfie community itself 
grew steadily until in 1898 the Library Board 
took steps to provide 
fo r an adequate and 


permanent home. 
Through special efforts of 
^ r . D. H. Smith a gift of $50,000.00 was se­ 
cured from Andrew Carnegie 
for 
a library 
building. 
This 
building 
was 
dedicated 
in 
July. 1901. 
Over the years the library has received a 
number of attractive gifts. Among the recent 
ones Is a hi-fi music system, a gift of the Ki- 
wanii Hub, and Installed by one of their mem­ 
bers, an engineer. A record collection is in the 
foundation stage. Additional audio-visual serv­ 
ices Include a microfilm reader and membership 
In a film circuit. 
Another area library service is the Boonslick 
Regional Library begun in P953 as a result of 
the 
Missouri State Library’s Demonstration 
Service. The Boonslick Regional Library was 
composed <rf the Cooper County Library Dis­ 
trict, the Pettis County Library District and 
the Boonville Public Library. The duly appoint­ 
ed boards of trustees for these three institutions 
met on July 27. 1953, and signed the “ Contract 
and Agreement** establishing library service 
on a regional basis. The following officers’ sig­ 
natures appear on that document; Colonel A. M. 
Hitch, President of the Boonville Library Board, 
and Miss Helen Zuzak , Secretary; Mrs. Kur- 
man Riley, President of the Pettis County Li­ 
brary Board, and Mrs. Olen Monsees, Secre­ 
tary. 
Miss Verna Nistendirk was appointed admini­ 
strative librarian to head establishment of the 
new library; and in November, 1953, service 
was begun with a book mobile borrowed from 
the Missouri State Library and approx imately 
6100 book s available. 
Today the Regional Library has book hold­ 
ings in ex cess of 40,000 volumes and provides 
film service, filmstrips and some recordings 
for its patrons. Two book mobiles mak e a5 stops 
in the two-county area with all schools receiv­ 
ing direct book mobile service. 
The Boonville Public Library became an in­ 
tegral part of the regional library in 1957 and 
that city serves as the main headquarters for 
the residents of Cooper County. 
The general business offices are located in 
the Sedalia branch, 602 South Ohio, which is 
also open to all residents of the area for circu­ 
lation and reference. 
The significance of observing National Library 
Week ii evid« it to the sensibilities of Central 
Missouri library patrons whose numbers are 
increasing daily — a healthy trend in cynical 
times. 


Th e Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d 
Sa m Ra y burn Riled By Summerfield

WASHINGTON—Cabinet members should k now 
better than try to influence Speak er Sara Ray­ 
burn by any means other than what’s good for 
the U.S.A. Certainly Postmaster General Sum- 
m o riield should k now this—now. He made Sam 
• political offer the other day and was almost 
k ick ed out of the Speak or’t office. 
“ You k now/’ Sam told friends afterward, “ that 
little so and so came in here and tried to buy 
my vote. 
“He wanted me to go for the five-cent stamp. 
And when I said no, he turned on a ches^ 
cat smile and said: ‘Mr. Sam. you could use a 
few nice post offices in your district, couldn’t 
you?’ *’ 
Mr. Sam didn’t d^atl ediat happened after 
that, but his aides say the postmaster general 
left immediately. 
Note—During the Senate debate on the five- 
cent stamp, the postmaster general moved into 
Vice President Nix on’s office while a stream of 
Republicans, plus some Democrats, filed in to 
get promises of new post offices. Summerfield 
bad a map on the desk . 
Under the new 
post office construction bill a lot of new post 
offices will be built, and a 1(A of them were 
pledged just before that Senate vote. 
Fair-Haired Mack 
To get an idea how the U.S. Senate has been 
shirk ing responsibility for check ing on the quail- 
ficatlons of public officials, here is the record 
of the Senate commerce committee showing how 
senators virtually k issed Richard .Mack on both 
cheek s when they first confirmed him as a com­ 
missioner to the FCC in 1955. 
The Senate committee spent about 10 minutes 
staging not an investigation of .Mack ’s record, 
but a sort of b£ u:k slappmg reception for Mack . 
Sen. George Smathers of Miami welcomed: 
“ We are most pleased that the President has 
seen fit to send over his (Mack ’s) name as a 
nominee. It has been my pleasure to have k nown 
Richy Mack for about 20 or 25 years and I have 
always k nown him to be a very wonderful young 
man, conscientious in the things he has done 
and ver>' able in the jobs which be has under­ 
tak en. and it is my own belief that he will 
mak e an ex cellent member of the commission.” 
This was not what Sen. Smathers said three 
years later, after Mack got in hot water. On 
March 5, lOia, Sen. Smathers stated: *T have 
never had any close personal -^¿ociation with 
him.” 
The glowing endorsement Smathers had given 
Mack three years earlier was on June 16, 1955. 
If he had read the Washington Merry-Go-Round, 
as Smathers always does when Florida is men­ 
tioned. he would have noted on May 27, 1955 
that Mack was described as ‘ a Florida uUlitie* 
commission« - reported to be a friend of the tele-

Smathers had three week s 
to check hirther on Mack . Instead, he eulogized 
him. 
Sen. Holland of Flork la did the same. He aaid

The only senator who bothered to aik critical 
questions was Mik e Monroney of Ok lahoma, a 
former newspaperman. Other senators buoyant­ 
ly, joyously embraced the Florida commissioner 
who later was to be fired from the FCC. 
Aid fo r Indo -Rebels 
Most interesting inside development at the re­ 
cent SEATO conference—aside from intimations 
our Asiatic allies that they wanted to pull 
out of SEATO—was a visit of Indonesian rebels 
to Manila. They hoped to see John Foster Dulles 
to urge aid for the revolt against President 
fcik amo and his allegedly red-infiltrated govern­ 
ment. 
Dulles refused to a ee them on the ground 
that he couldn’t be in the position of encouraging 
rebellion against President Suk arno, but the 
rebels did see other Asiatic representatives of 
the free world, including the Philippines, and 
arrangements were made to give them under­ 
cover aid. 
'The Indonesian revolt was one of the most 
important questions discussed at the meeting. 
Chstimism prevailed that the rebels would win. 
Da ng ero us Sub Reductio a 
Secretary of Defense McElroy cut the Navy’s 
request for Polaris submarines from nine to 
six at the personal suggestion of President Eisen­ 
hower. This was 
a very significant cut and in 
direct contrast to the administration’s claim of 
all-out defense effort. 
But at a White House meeting, Ik e questioned 
the military value of the submarines even though 
they’ll be able to fire 16 Polaris missiles 1,200 
miles from under the ocean. Adm. Hyman Rick - 
over, the father of the atomic submarine, has 
pointed 
out 
that 
27 
Polaris 
submarines 
could almost guarantee that the United States 
would not be attack ed. 
By hiding under the 
ArcUc ice pack , they could retaliate immediately 
against the cities of Russia. As long as the 
Kremlin k new they were there, ready to retaliate. 
Admiral Rick over believes Russia would never 
attack the United States. 
Zhuko v ’s Sit-Do wn 
Marshal Zhuk ov is still continuing his sit-down 
strik e against party chief Khrushchev and flatly 
refuses to accept another job. Zhuk ov, returned 
from his Crimean vacation, Is living in a small 
house in the suburbs of Moscow. He’s bitter 
at being demoted, won’t accept a minor job, 
is determined to retire. 23iuk ov is reported to 
still have powerful support inside the Red army.

Tho 
answer to this is no, and this is 
a complication whk h need not be 
greatly feared. 
At the start it should be said 
that diverticulosis 
of the 
intes- 
tines is rare in children and young 
people, but occurs in about one 
in 26 of those in their adult years. 
Frequently 
diverticula, 
though 
present, do not produce any symp­ 
toms whatever and do not require 
any special treatment at all. 
What is 
diverticulosis? 
A 
di­ 
verticulum is a pouch or pock et 
leading off from a large cavity 
or tube. Diverticula (more than 
one diverticulum) are moat fre­ 
quently in the colon or lower part 
erf the bowel. 
When these pock ets do 
n cA pro­ 
duce symptoms the condition is 
called diverticulosis. Even when 
diagnosed, diverticulosis 
of t e n 
docs not require treatment. 
But these pock ets can become 
inflamed and then the label dl- 
▼ertirulitis is applied. 
In diverticulitis the symptoms 
of inflammation vary 
a good deal. 
There may be a single slight at­ 
tack of acute abdominal pain or 
several attack s of slight distress. 
Occasionally, 
the inflammation 
may be so severe as to cause 
a 
performation or hole in the pock et 
with infection spreading 
to 
the 
abdominal cavity and producing 
peritonitis, bascess formation or 
obstruction. 
The area involved 
ma y he 


sitive to p r e s s u r e , though of 
course many other conditions can 
cause such sen.sitivity. TTierefore, 
this alone is insufficient reason 
for mak ing a diagnosis. 
Ex amination of the lower part 
of ihe bowel by the use of an 
instrument called a proctoscope 
U usually necessary. X-ray stud­ 
ies also help in establishing the 
diagnosis. 
When severe diverticulitis burst# 
through the wall of the bowel or 
obstructs intestinal action, an im­ 
mediate operation may be nocea- 
sary. 
In most cases of divertk ulitia, 
however, treatment by a bland or 
non-irritating diet or by medicine 
is all that is needed. Reet In bed

indicated 
for 
acute 
attack s. 
Most 
diverticula 
should 
n ot 
cause serious concern. Of those 
whk h do produce 
troubte,

WASHINGTON - France, k ey- 
stone of the NATO alliance, is on 
the brink of recolution and war. 
It is difficult to grasp the dread­ 
ful implications. For we think of 
France a a flighty and gay. The in- 
ftability of their governments is 
a 
jok e and when the cabinet falls, 
we langfa. The French seem to live 
Id a state of casual crisis. 
We have accepted that. We non- 
dia la ntly discount 
any 
report 
about a “new” crisis, And we as- 
sume Uia t the French react as we 


We are tak ing too - much for 
granted. Reality is different. The 
ex ploshre potential of France 
is 
higher than that of any European 
nation. 
Tremendous 
forces 
are 
straining just beneath the surface 
of frivolify. An eruption at any 
time is distinctly possible. 
The war in ^Algeria is bringing 
the crisis to a head. 
Algerian 
nationalists have resorted to tac- 
tics of terror. The response has 
been so brutal that the Catholic 
hierachy of France has protested. 
But counter brutality hasn’t suf­ 
ficed, because the Algerian rebels 
can retreat to privileged sanctu- 
aries in Tunisia 
and 
Morocco. 
These new 
nations 
once 
were 
part of the French Empire in 
North Africa, but unlik e Algeria, 
were never considered part of 
metropolitan France. 
After our 
Korean 
ex perience, 
the logic of the situation should 
be clear. French generals see no 
hope for victory in Algeria unless 
the war is ex panded to Tunisia. 
That ex plains, though it does 
not ex cuse, the recent French air 
attack on a 'Tunisian border vil­ 
lage. More ominous is the fact that 
this attack occurred before local 
commanders consulted their civil­ 
ian chiefs in Paris. Even more 
ominous was the post-attack state­ 
ment by Inspect« General Le 
Blanc that France could “retak e” 
Tunisia in a matter o f hours. 
This indicates that control of 
events Is slipping from the duly 
constituted civil audiorities. It is 
as though Mac Arthur had ordered 
an attack on Red China without 
consulting 
his 
Commander 
in 
Chief, the President. And then had 
the 
unsolicited 
support of the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 
That’s the way it is in France. 
It should be remembered that the 
French Army has endured a los­ 
ing streak which shames its offi­ 
cers. First to the Germans, and 
then to the Communists of Indo­ 
china. If the officers have their 


way, there will be no defeat In 
Algeria. 
The cancer of Algeria has cut 
deeply into the body of France. 
Crack divisions, 
earmark ed for 
NATO, are in North Africa. From 
our viewpoint, the entire French 
military 
effort 
is 
misdirected. 
(Also, our tie with France endan­ 
gers our big strategic air bases 
in Morocco.) And the North Afri­ 
can venture has imposed a huge 
financial burden on the French 
economy. 
It is doubtful that the econonriy, 
as it is now organized, can stand 
the strain much longer. But it 
would be a mistak e to think that 
France can’t mak e a greater ef­ 
fort. 
Actually, France is a rich nation. 
Its resources ex ceed those of Ger­ 
many, which plays a more spec­ 
tacular role in the world of busi­ 
ness. France has richer farmlands. 
It has iron and coal. It has in­ 
ventive engineers and scientists. 
But the French have clung to a 
system which has neutralized its 
natural wealth. Many French are 
aware of this, and the pressure of 
the Algerian war may lead to 
drastic reform. 
The “system” 
more 
or 
less 
work ed In a contented and static 
nation. The price of essentials was 
fix ed. (A friend once lent me his 
Paris apartment. The rent, under 
World War I controls, 
was 
$3 
monthly.) In the absence of popu­ 
lation 
pressure, 
there 
w» as 
no 
mark ed discontent. 
But the populatiion of France 
has suddenly begun to rise. The 
second and third sons must find 
new housing. And it is fantastic­ 
ally ex pensive. 
That’s one reason France is in 
ferment. And it’s why a Gaullist 
coup figures in the think ing of our 
State Department planners. An ex ­ 
plosion is pending.

It was haid to tell whether a 
rabbit was being pulled out of the 
bat, or a rabbit was being put 
bach into a hat. 
Eisenhower called in the gov­ 
ernors to discuss his idea of pro- 
vidiog federal money to those un­ 
employed workers who have iwed 
up the jobless pay given them 
under the federal-state system of 
unemployment compensation. 
When Eisenhower firs* offered 
bis idea March 8 he seemed to 
indicate he was thinking of a 
grant—a gift, which didn’t have 
to he paid back—to the states to 
fiva to the unemployed who had 
exhausted their UC benefits. 
This would be a plain dole. The 
idea of a dole go* furious reaction 
within Eisenhower’s own adminis­ 
tration. Then administration peo­ 
ple began talking of a loan, not a 
grant, to the states. 
So nothing was clear when the 
governors went in to see Eisen­ 
hower. When they came out and 
held a group news conference this 
was the main question: Was Ei 
senhower thinking of a grant or 
a loan? 
That news conference was plain 


hash. It was so vague it was al­ 
most unbelievable. James Hager- 
ty. Eisenhower’a pres« secretary, 
was there and couM have cleared 
it up, or tried to, but he didn’t. 
Then the reporters ta<*:led the 
governors 
individually. 
Republi- 
ean Gov. Knight of Caltfornia and 
Democratic 
Governors 
RoseUini 
(Washington), Faubua (Arkansas) 
and Muskie (Maine) talked oi the 
federal h^p as being in the farm 
of grants. 
Knigbt and Roscllini told thds 
writer the grant idea—re<i«iring 
no repayment by the states—w 
the only one on which aU eight 
governors agreed. 
But then a White House spokes­ 
man gave a diffwent version aft­ 
er ncwMiien, now thoroughly con­ 
fused, besieged him for clarifies 
tion. He said the President was 
thinking in terms of a loan that 
would have to be paid back. 
He was asked how there could 
be such a difference of intorpre- 
tation on what the President had 
in mind that the governors talkec 
of a grant and he talked of a loan.

•Cryptic reference to the “atomic 
demolition materiel“ is contained 
in an otherwise routine, nonsecret 
regulation issued recently. 
Officials declined to discuss the 
matter, other than to confirm the 
existence of the atomic demolition 
equipment, as mentioned in the 
regulation, and to say it was de­ 
v eloped jointly b y Army ordnance 
and the Atomic Enerj' Commis- 
aion. 
Howev er, there were some ob ­ 
v ious points. 
.To b e of any v alue, atomic dem­ 
olition materiel would hav e to b e 
highly transportab le b y a few men 
mov ing ab out under cov er or un­ 
der pressure from an adv ancing 
•nemy. 
For b ig demolition job s, large, 
b ulky quantities of TNT and other 
standard explosiv es hav e b een re­ 
quired. 
With conv entional explosiv es, a 
large b ridge is toppled b y b lowing 
aw v piers and other supporting 
equipment. .\n enemy can reb uild 
« ch damage quickly.

b lasts presumab ly designed into 
the A-kits, would- b low a b ridge or 
tunnel ta b its, destroying idl the 
structure and its ab utments. Simi­ 
larly. a single attunic shot would 
coiI^;>se a long length of tunnel or 
b lew apart ev en a large factory or 
railroad marshaling yard.

Memo to parents: if y ou 're wor­ 
ried abou t what to tell y ou r mar­ 
riageable sons and d au ghters when 
they come to annou nce that the 
qu estion has been popped , sav e 
y ou r cares for another d ay . 
Chances are that no m atter what 
sage ad v ice y ou hav e to giv e abou t 
the proposed match, it will fall 
on lov e d eafened ears. 
They will listen in respectfu l 
silence (if y ou are lu cky and d on’t 
prov oke an argu ment) and then 
go ou t and d o precisely as they 
please — particu larly if y ou say 
so. 
In a nationwid e su rv ey of re­ 
cently married y ou ng* cou ples, we 
gleaned 
these 
two 
conflicting 
1. 
Boy s and girls still ask their 
parents’ permission to get m ar­ 
ried . 
2. 
Boy s and girls marry the 
partner of their choice, regard less 
of whether it is the partner of 
their parents’ choice. 
Formalities Still Followed 
So, Mom and Dad , before pre­ 
paring a sou l searching speech on 
why Johnnie shou ld n’t marry that 
little blond e from the other sid e 
of the tracks or why Su sie shou ld 
forget the bu tcher boy , listen to 
these statistics on the fu tility of 
try ing to d eflect Cu pid ’s arrow; 
Fu lly 83 per cent of the y ou ng 
hu sband s and 9 1 per cent of the 
y ou ng wiv es we interv iewed said 
they sou ght the approv al of their 
parents before marry ing. 
Bu t, of those who followed this 
proced u re 
9 3 per cent of the 
grooms and 87 per cent of the 
brid es said they wou ld hav e m ar­ 
ried any way —• with or withou t 
their parents’ permission. 
These old d ay s of the timid 
su itor anx iou sly asking Father for 
d au ghter’s hand may not ex actly 
be gone forev er, bu t the scene is 
not the same. 
In nearly nine cases ou t of 10, 
Father is being su bjected to a 
mere formality . 
If he pu ts his 
thu mbs d own on the match, he 
may be faced with the choice of 
either giv ing the brid e away u n­ 
willingly or hav ing'her go way on 
her own v olition. 
The same of cou rse goes for 
boy s, ev en more so since the per 
centage is higher. 
Despite 
this 
ind epend ent atti­ 
tu d e toward s their parents, most 
y ou ng people still ask parental 
permission to get married and 
most of them receiv e it. 
On a comparison basis, this is 
what happened ? 
They Still Ask Ad v ice 
Taking the su rv ey grou p as a 
whole, 72 per cent of the y ou ng 
hu sband s and 9 0 per cent of the 
y ou ng wiv es sou ght someone’s ad ­ 
v ice before getting married . 
Of these, eight ou t of 10 boy s 
and nine ou t of 10 girls went to 


their parents for ad v ice; 8 per 
cent of the boy s; and 4 per cent 
of the girls went to their clergy ­ 
man, and 4 per cent of the boy s 
and 1 per cent of the girls sou ght 
the ad v ice of a marriage cou nsel­ 
or. 
Only 8 per cent in either 
grou p sou ght the ad v ice of some­ 
one other than those mentioned , 
presu mably a friend or relativ e. 
In most cases, the parents were 
receptiv e to the id ea. 
Bu t 29 per 
cent of the boy s and 20 per cent 


And it was the wiv es, rather 
than their bread winners, 
who 
d id most of the worry ing. 
Both 
hu sband s and wiv es ranked finan­ 
cial matters as their most press­ 
ing problem, bu t not in the same 
nu mbers. Among the girls, 6 3 per 
cent of the girls.

abou t a lack of sex ed u cation, was 
a major problem to only 3 per 
cent of the boy s and 5 per cent of 
the girls.

of the girls said they were tu rned 
d own by one or both parents. What 
d id they d o? 
They got married 
any way . 
The ty pe of ad v ice that they 
sou ght from 
all 4hese sou rces, 
howev er, d id not per tain to sex 
ed u cation, at least in most cases. 
Of the more than 750 y ou ng 
cou ples we interv iewed in v ari­ 
ou s localities across the cou ntry , 
only 23 per cent of the hu sband s 
said they learned the biological 
facts of life in their own family 
circle. 
The girls had a somewhat high­ 
er av erage, with nearly 29 per 
cent learning abou t life from their 
parents. 
Holly wood Id eals Spu rned 
Only 10 per cent of the boy s 
and 13 per cent of the girls were 
tau ght sex ed u cation in school. 
I.#ess than 3 per cent of both sex es 
d epend ed on their chu rch for this 
v ital information. 
What of the rest? 
The rest, in this case, happens 
to be the majority . Six ty -fiv e per 
cent of the boy s and 55 per cent 
of the girls said they receiv ed 
their sex ed u cation from friend s 
of their own age and sex . 
Was this a case of the blind 
lead ing the blind ? 
It may well hav e been. 
Only 
53 per cent of the hu sband s and 
46 per cent of the wiv es felt ad ­ 
equ ately prepared for marriage. 
This d oes not mean, howev er, 
that they were d isenchanted abou t 
romance or had any starry -ey ed il­ 
lu sions abou t lov e. 
Less than one per cent of the 
boy s and , su rprisingly , none of 
the girls attribu ted any import­ 
ance whatsoev er to the Holly wood 
d efinition of romance. 
Most of the y ou ng married cou ­ 
ples we contacted had their share 
of problems, bu t these were v ery 
real and far from id y llic. 
Money , for instance, loomed as 
the largest problem on the marital 
horizon. 


Abou t 23 per cent of both boy s 
and girls encou ntered some m ari­ 
tal d ifficu lty ov er a d ifference in 
personality 
and 
taste 
between 
cent of the boy s. 
Nex t on the problem list came 
m-laws, who seemed to bother 31 
per cent of the boy s and 17 per 
cent v oted for money as a lead ing 
problem, as compared with 39 per 
themselv es and their mates. 
And less than one in a hu nd red 
among these y ou ng married peo­ 
ple had any trou ble with su ch 
areas as religion, politics and a 
d ifference 
in 
ed u cational

grou nd . 
One final qu estion rev ealed that 
in mod ern marriage the hu sbanc 
no longer hold s the pu rse strings. 
When it comes to money , 6 4 per 
cent u sed a joint back' accou nt, 19 
per cent had separate bank ac­ 
cou nts for hu sband and wife and 
only 17 per cent had bank ac­

S a u ce Len d s Fla vo r to Bro cco li

Chances are l^at baked ham or 
roast lamb will star on Easter 
tables. For a vegetable that goes 
well with either meat, choose broc­ 
coli with a mustard-flavored Hol­ 
landaise sauce. 
Don’t shy away from making 
this French sauce! You have only 
to be sure that it k cooked over 
hot (never boiling) water to have 
it come out satin smooth. Our own 
method for preparing the sauce is 
to use the small bowl in our set 
of 
opaque 
heat-resistant 
glass 
mixing bowls set in an iron skillet 
of very hot water and a small 
French whisk. The rounded sur­ 
face 
of 
the 
bowl makes 
easy 
the constant beating that is neces­ 
sary and the heavy skillet (set 
over low heat) keeps the water 
very hot without boiling. 
Do cook the broccoli so it is a 
pretty bright green and is tender 
but ¿till slightly crisp. Here is our 
way of achieving this desirable 
end. 
COOKING BROCCOLI 
This method is fine for a bunch 
of broccoli weighing from 1 to 11« 
pounds; tor more broccoli you’ll 
need a larger skillet. 
Pare the 
outer fibrous covering from the 
broccoli stalks with a swivel-blade 
vegetable peeler, but don’t remove 
the leaves. Divide any heavy stalks 
lengthwise so they and the flow­ 
erets are of uniform size. Wash in 
cold water, using a sink spray (if 
available) on the flowerets. Ar­ 
range broccoli in a deep 1 0-inch 
skillet that has a dome cover, 
with stalks on bottom and flow­ 
erets on top. Add a oup of boiling 
water and one-quarter teaspoon 
salt. Cover and keep water boiling 
until stalks are just tender when 
pierced with a fork—about 7 min-

MUSTARD 
H O LLANDAISE SAUCE 
Ingredients: 2 egg yolks, 1 tea­ 
spoon dry mustard, 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice, V4 teaspoon salt, 2 
tablespoons heavy cream, Vi cup 
butter. 
Method: Put egg yolks, mustard, 
lemon juice, salt and cream in a 
small heat-resistant glass mixing 
bowl. Place bowl in an iron skillet 
partly filled with hot (but not boil­ 
ing) water over low heat. Beat 
constantly with a small French 
whisk (tapering globe-shaped wire 
whip) or a rotary beater and cook 
until thickened—about 3 minutes. 
Add the butter, 1 tablespoon at a 
time, still beating constantly. Re- 


move from heat. Serve at once 
over cooked broccoli. Makes about 
% cup — enough for 5 servings, 
about 2 tablespoons per portion. 
Note: A regular double broiler 
may be used, if desired, for cook­ 
ing the sauce. Mak'* sure the water 
in the bottom part does not touch 
the upper saucepan and have it 
very hot but never allow it to 
boil.

aren’t ly ing. 
To the o rdinary man wo rk is 
a way to earn a liv ing. To mo st 
celebrities—certainly 
tho se 
who 
last—their wo rk is their v ery life. 
Whether famo us and successfu! 
men hav e mo re fun o ut o f life 
than the av erage man is hard to 
say . So me do , so me do n’t. 
I hav e met so me v ery famo us 
fo lk who were so tied up by nerv ­ 
o usness they lo o ked mo re like 
pretzels than peo ple. On the o ther 
hand, I hav e kno wn many mo re 
peo ple

ev er, SÜU are spendthrift o f this 
greatest o f natural reso urces. 
Famo us 
do cto rs—well, 
almo st 
all do cto rs—tend to be bo ssy . No ­ 
ted sto ckbro kers o ften are arro - 
pnt. Great singers tend to be­ 
liev e the wo rld has no echo ex cept 
fro m their o wn lary nx . Mo st mo v ­ 
ie stars» are as jealo us as wiv es. 
Mo st o utstanding bankers are co n­ 
v inced they co uld run the co un­ 
try better than t he po liticians. 
.Mo st po liticians are co nv inced it 
wo uld be a better wo rld if they 
didn’t hav e to stand fo r re-elec­ 
tio n. 
It is quite co mmo n fo r celeb­ 
rities to admit lo neliness, but to 
them wo rk is a greater refuge 
than it is fo r perhaps y o u o r me.

inco nsistent, 
wo uld 
wear a burlap bag if fashio n so 
dictated, and that—whatev er they 
do dress fo r—it isn’t the men in 
iheir liv es. 
.Statistics turned up are impres­ 
siv e but. no matter ho w clo sely 
studied, they just do n’t make muchj 
sense. Fo r instance: 
WHAT WO.MEN THINK 
To the direct questio n, “ What 
do y o u » hink o f the sack silho u­ 
ette?” 26 per cent o f the wo men 
v o wed they liked it. they lo v tsi it, 
it was fun! Ano ther 54 per cent 
remarked with v ary ing deg rees o f 
v io lence that they disliked it, they 
lo athed it, they wo uldn’t be caug ht 
dead in it. Twenty per cent made 
cautio us, qualified answers—may ­ 
be fo r slender, hipless, y o ung o nes, 
but no t fo r me. One wo man, a 
facto ry wo rker in Illino is, said, 
“ I nev er heard o f it.” 
The nex t questio n was “ Do y o u 
plan to wear it?” Thirty -eig ht per 
cent < and so me o f them were 
tho se who said they dislike it) an 
Bo unced they already were o r 
wo uld. Fifty -fiv e per cent (and 
so me o f them were wo men who 
said they liked it) anno unced they 
wo uld no t. ev er, wear k. A mere 
t per cent were undecided. 
Sev enty -two per cent o f the sur­ 
v ey g ro up were married wo men. 
Fo urteen per cent o f them repo rt- 
•d their husbands liked the chem 
fee. Eig hty per cent, ho wev er, mer­ 
rily repo rted husbandly reactio ns 
rang ing fro m “ What hav e y o u g o t 
o n—a laundry bag ?” (Greer Car­ 
to n, actress) to “ He wo uld co m 
pletely ig no re me—and I’m seri­ 
o us” (Mrs. Ro bert McCann, Bis­ 
marck, N.D., ho usewife I. 
Ov erwhelming ly (7 5 per cent), 
C» e wo men ex pressed a permanent 
preference 
fo r 
simple, 
classic 
elo thes. And weU o v er half Insisted 
that the rev o lutio nary new silho u 
ttte will be no mo re than a pass 
ng fancy ex cept fo r 
wo men who 
g o in fo r hig h sty le. 
Sing er Patti Pag e, fo r instance, 
•ay s she likes the new dresses v ery 
much — but no t fo r telev i.sio n. 
where the chemise is ig no red as 
g tudio usly as o ff-co lo r jo kes. 
“ Telev isi(» clo thes,” she said, 
are differmt fro m street wear, 
k chemise mig ht lo o k g o o d, in 
perso n. Illig the camera v eo uldn’t 
lelp the Irlls at all.” 
Defenders o f the .sack, g encral- 
y . seemed to cluster in the larg er 
cities, to be hig h-sty le co nscio us— 
and slender. St. Lo uis ho usewife 
Mrs. Pat Sax o n g av e a ty pical 
•nswer: “ I like it. And I plan to 
wear sack dresses because they 
are a hig h fashio n item. Actually , 
they aren’t sacky when they fit 
co rrectly ,” 
Fashio n-plate Ina Claire, fo rmer 
•tag e star and no w Mrs. William 
Wallace, San Franci.sco so cial lead­ 
er, msists that a well-made chem­ 
ise. like her fav o rite Balenciag a, 
is subtle and delicately curv ed "so 
y o u can see there is a human 
bo dy in it.”

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Blair Still

Carter Put In 
Personal Charge 
Of Algoa Prison

Gov . J ames T. Blair put the 
heads of the State Correc­ 
tions Department in direct 
command of troubled Algoa 
intermediate r e f or m atory 
Thursday night. 
He conferred for more than an 
hour with Col. James D. Carter, 
corrections 
director, 
about 
the 
y oung men’s institution where he 
reported earlier a major break 
was av erted Wednesday night. 
Blair said Carter would be in 
personal charge of the reforma­ 
tory “until it’s straightened out to 
his satisfaction.’’ 
The gov ernor said he was con­ 
fident Carter could handle the sit­ 
uation. 
“After all, he’s director of cor­ 
rections and this is one of his 
babies,’’ the gov ernor told news­ 
men after the conference with 
Carter, Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, 
highway patrol superintendent, and 
Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair, the 
gov ernor’s brother. 
Carter said he did not know 
whether any 
personnel 
changes 
would be made but he would take 
any action necessary after inv esti­ 
gating the situation. 
The gov ernor 
reported 
earlier 
that he ordered highway patrol­ 
men to duly Wednesday night be­ 
cause he had word the 555 inmates 
planned a mass break. 
“ I had information y esterday — 
which I v erified today from re­ 
sponsible sources—that the thing 
was set and they intended to blow 
up,” he told his news conference. 
“ I set about seeing that did not 
happen.” 
Blair said he did not think the 
danger was ov er and if necessary 
he would move patrolmen in again 
to stand by as they did last night 
for two hours during a mov ie at 
the reformatory east of Jefferson 
City . 
He said the patrol has been “on 
a constant alert for some time” 
and has a mobilization plan that 
could bring 150 men into the capi­ 
tal city within an hour and a half 
or tw'o hours. 
Twenty -odd men could be on the 
job in their radio eq uipped armed 
patrol cars in 10 or 15 minutes, 
Blair said. 
The gov ernor conferred today 
with Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, su­ 
perintendent of the highway patrol 
and went ov er the mobilization 
plans that had their biggest test 
in riots at the state penitentiary 
in September, 1954. 
Since 
then 
Waggoner said, 
the plans hav e 
been perfected and new riot con­ 
trol eq uipment has been purchas­ 
ed. 
The gov ernor was asked if he 
thought the danger of a blowup 
was over. 
“No sir,” he replied. 
Then he outlined his view of 
the situation like this: 
“When 
y ou 
hav e 
a 
definite 
change in policy or personnel or 
rules, it alway s breeds unrest and 
makes it possible to hav e difficul­ 
ties. 
“That’s the nature of the thing. 
“ Here we’ve had a major change 
in policy and personnel and rules. 
All the elements are present. 
"It’s my job to keep them from 
being mix ed up until they ex ­ 
plode.” 
Blair blamed part of the Algoa 
trouble on the fact that employ es 
and officials there are under the 
state merit sy stem and “I can't 
make any changes.” 
Yesterday 
when 
he moved In 
with sev eral patrolmen in plain 
clothes, he said, a number of the 
guards said they were in fear of 
their lives.

WASHINGTON iJV-A bill raising 
military pay scales was approv ed 
by the 
House 
Armed 
Serv ices 
Committee Thursday and routed 
toward the floor. 
Under Rules Committee clear­ 
ance, the bill will be considered 
by the House Monday . A v ote is 
ex pected Monday or Tuesday . 
A'companion measure, also de­ 
signed to keep more good men in 
the serv ice, is pending in the Sen­ 
ate Armed Serv ices Committee. 
In the House committee there 
were no v otes against the meas­ 
ure 
and 
no 
adv erse 
criticism. 
Twenty -nine committee members 
voted to approv e the bill as it 
came from a subcommittee y es­ 
terday . 
Rep. Bray (R-Ind), 
who 
with 
Rep. Van Zandt (R-Pa) and others 
asked for more time to consider 
the measure, voted “ present.” 
If enacted, the measure would 
mean a pay raise for practically 
all career serv icemen with two 
or more y ears of activ e duty . 
Those in their first two y ears of 
activ e duty would not be affected. 
It also would authorize the dif­ 
ferent serv ices to grant ex tra pay 
raises for certain skills and pro­ 
ficiencies. 
The nature of these 
skills and proficiencies would be 
decided by 
the 
serv ices 
them­ 
selv es. They could be rewarded 
by up to $150 a month in special 
raises or by promotions up to two 
steps in pay , but not rank. 
In addition the bill prov ides for 
a six per cent pay increase for 
retired personnel. 
House committee spokesmen es­ 
timated the bill would result in 
an av erage 12.9 per cent pay in 
crease for officers and a 9 per 
cent increase for entlisted men. 
Top-grade enlisted men could re­ 
ceiv e as much as $460 a month 
as 
compared 
with 
the 
present 
max imum of $320.

Republicans and a handful of 
city Democrats waged an unsec 
cessful fight to kill the bill or 
limit it to dairy products. They 
were outvoted 210-172 by Demo 
crats and dissatisfied corn belt 
Republicans. 
The bill now goes back to the 
Senate to compromise differences 
ov er the time period. 
The House v ersion would stay 
pending price support cuts for 
1958 , holding the supports at last 
y ear’s lev els. Planting allowances 
for 1959 would be held at no less 
than 
this y ear’s acreage 
allot­ 
ments. 
The Senate-passed v ersion con 
tains no time limitation. Its freeze 
would remain in effect until re­ 
pealed or superseded by congress 
The House action came a short 
time after the Senate approv ed 
another farm measure—-a two-y ear 
ex tension of the gov ernment’s au­ 
thority to sell farm surpluses ov er 
seas for foreign currencies. 
This Senate action, on a voice 
vote, followed a 44-39 rollcall de 
feat of a mov e by Sen. Humphrey 
(D-Minn) to req uire Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson to barter up to 
a billion dollars worth of surplus 
es for foreign metals, minerals and 
other materials. 
Benson opposed the Humphrey 
plan on the ground it would reduce 
the chances of direct sales needed 
to build up permanent markets. 
The threat of a presidential veto 
ov erhung the House during nearly 
six hours of debate and wrangling 
on the farm support price freeze.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
One of the worst winters in 
y ears bowed out Thursday with a 
final, nasty blow at the Eastern 
seaboard.

from the Atlantic and dumped up 
to two feet of snow on coastal 
areas. 
The wet snow and accompany ­ 
ing wind gusts of up to 75 m.p.h. 
wrought hav oc with communica­ 
tion and power lines. Washington 
had its worst power damage since 
the early 1940s. It ev en hit the 
White House. 
Power failures forced the Penn­ 
sy lv ania Railroad to cancel all 
serv ice—ex cept commuter trains— 
out of New York's Penn Station. 
Trains and planes in many sec­ 
tions were running late or not at 
all. 
The storm almost duplicated in 
character and course a snowstorm 
of last Friday that badly crippled 
v ast sections of the coast. 
Four deaths were directly at­ 
tributed to the new storm.
